Scarlet Mahogany, with a lavender blue cast that gives the floret a beauti- 
ful smoky sheen. 8 ruffled 414 inch florets open with six in color on a 
straight spike of 18 buds. Field height 50 inches, flowerhead 24 inches. 


Blooms in 90 days. 1—Bulb, any size, and 5 bles. $5.00 


DETROITER — Grout — 1950 Class 436 


Tall clear burning scarlet self, the color of Detroiter is so clear and vivid, 
it is like a sentinel in the field. 8-9 plain 414 inch florets open with 7 in 
color on a 20 bud spike. Field height 67 inches, flowerhead 27 inches, 


Blooms in 85 days. 1—Bulb, any size, and 5 blts. $5.00

florets with 7 showing color on a 21 bud spike. The 41% inch florets are 
wide open, heavily ruffled and of excellent texture and spacing; stems 
straight, an excellent cutter as well as a splendid exhibition variety for the 
Shows. Height, 52 inches. Judging from the annual reports on PERDITA 
and the high ratings it has received from some of the best growers of 
Exhibition Gladiolus, Perdita will be a phenomenal winner at the Shows 
when bulbs get around.

LOVELACE — Grout — 1948 Class 440 


One of the best keepers in our garden, a beautiful blending of pink and 
cream. Has been called a Glorified and Larger “Lavender and Gold” by 
Ralph E. Kircher of the Illinois Gladiolus Society. I consider Lovelace the 
cleanest and richest in color of these what I call “Pastels” and definitely 
lacks the salmon tint which is anathema to most of the florets around 
here. 8 extremely ruffled five inch florets open on a 21 bud spike, with 7 
showing color, long flower head, will bloom from bulblets. A beautiful 
cut flower and exhibition variety for the shows.

Opens 7 heavily ruffled florets on 
a straight 20 bud spike, with 6 showing color; florets are slightly lacinated. 
A large 51% inch decorative with excellent spacing; florets are of very 
heavy texture. Height, 63 inches.

The 41% inch 
florets are plain wide open and of excellent texture and spacing, on stiff 
erect stems. Height, 53 inches. Lady Eve has yet to lose in the 301 class 
in two years at Michigan Shows.

Opens 8 florets with 7 
showing color. Long flower head with 514 inch florets well spaced. Height, 
65 inches.

Slightly ruffled orange or peach red. Opens 8 well spaced florets on a 20 
bud spike; with 7 showing color on a stiff straight stem. The 51 inch 
florets have excellent texture, on a 28 inch flowerhead. Height, 70 inches. 
Aleta is still a consistent show winner, and in the N.A.G.C. Annual ratings 
leads in the light orange 520 class.
